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‘A isit to’ London, delivered a very 
interesting lecture on the American Con- 
stitution at Gray's Inn Hall on Monday. 
Mr, Beck, next. to Mn William Taft, is, 
perhaps, the most talented lawyer in the 
United States, and his analysis of the 
intricacies of the famous Constitution 
was masterly, ‘The people of these 
islands are wont to believe that the 
American Constitution is something like 
the Decalogue—that it was accepted with- 
out doubt or query by the inhabitants of 
the Colonies which had seceded from 
Britain, As a matter of fact, the events 
which followed its drafting by the 
Philadelphia Convention in 1787 were very 
similar to those which are happening 
in Ireland to-day. The Constitution could 
not. come into force until it had been 


| ratified by nine of the thirteen original 


States, and a fierce controversy arose 
immediately between the Federalist and 
Anti-Federal parties. Only three States 
accepted the Constitution without demur, 
and three years elapsed before the 
thirteen States were gathered into the 
Union, Final acceptance was achieved 
by the passing of the first ten amend- 
ments, which guaranteed to the individual 
religious freedom, the freedom of speech 
and the Press, the right of. assemblage 
and trial by jury, and securéd him against 
unreasonéble searches and seizures. 

The chief purpose of Mr. Beck's exposi- 
tion was to show that, whereas in theory 
the American Constitution is accepted 
throughout the world as the apotheosis 
of democracy, its effect in many cases 
is to deny the rule of the majority. After 
the first ten amendments were incor- 
porated in the instrument, for instance, 
it was decided that no future amendment 
could be adopted unless it should have 
been proposed by a two-thirds majority 
of the House of Representatives and the 
Senate and ratified by three-fourths of the 
States, through their Legislatures or 
special ad hoc conventions. As a result 
of this stringent rule there have been 
only nine amendments to the Constitution 
in 155 years, Mr. Beck defended this 
and other infringements of majority rule 
on the ground that a nation is governed 
best when it is governed least. More- 
over, the Government of the United 
States dare not declare war against 
a foreign Power or conclude a treaty 
with a friendly country without ‘having 
special regard to the wishes of certain 
sections of the population. The men who 
framed the American Constitution recog- 
nised that majorities have no inherent 
monopoly of wisdom, 


Many things have changed since 1787, 
but human nature ís fundamentally the 
saine now as it was then. The Constitu- 
tion of the Irish Free State is a greet 
experiment. In its present form,: how- 
ever, it sets democracy—in other words, 
the rule of a majority of one—on 
a pedestal from which it will be dislodged 
with difficulty. In their anxiety to pro- 
duce a democratic instrument the Irish 
Constitution-makers have gone further in 
some respects not only. than the Ameri- 
cans, but than almost any of the European 
jurists who have been engaged on similar 
tasks during the past few years. Take 
the case of the vocational councils, for 
which provision is made in Article 44. 
This article virtually gives trade unionism 
a direct voice in the executive and con- 
stitutional activities of the nation. Mr. 
Beck’s remarks in London, however, 
should be a useful guide for the 
Provisional Parliament. Democracy “in 
its best estate” ought to be the ideal of 
every modern Constitution. Democracy in 
the rough, without the restraining in- 
fluence of education and experience, is 
likely to run riot across a pation’s destiny. 
The wisdom of America’s safeguards has 
been proved by the liberty and happiness 
which her people have achieved under 
Htheir Constitution.

| Who Pays? 

Throughout the world, whenever a hot- 
headed minority takes the law into its 
own hands and inflicts damage cm private 
property, ‘the Government is foreed even- 
tually to choose one of three courses of 
action, It must make good the loss, or 
it must defy civilised opinion, or it 
must offer words in the place of 
deeds and forfeit the confidence of all 
men. Probably Turkey offers the best 
proof of this truth, For at least a century 
she has engaged in wanton destruction of 
private property, and throughout that 
century she has" for her 'misdeeds in 
all three ways, but Most of all in the third 
way. To-day who trusis Turkey? As for 
the second way of paying, Turkey has been 
almost continsoal a war since 1908, 
when she fought the “Italians, up to the 
present moment, when her richest pro- 
vinces in Asia are ravished by the war 
with the Greeks. As for the first way, 
the Customs and many of the revenues of 
Turkey are now controlled by “ The Otto- 
man Debt,’’ a syndicate of bankers who 
Graw interest, when possible, on an enor- 
mous sum which the Tyrks have borrowed. 
Millions of this money have been spent on 
indemnities for property destroyed. Who 
has actually paid for all this lawless- 
ness? ‘Almost without exception those 
who have paid have been the innocent 
people who disapproved of the whole busi- 
ness. The vast majority of Turks, espe- 
cially those who think, are opposed to the 
Armenian massacres, Yet lawlessness never 
lasts except through the toleration of the 
people. This toleration may be due to a 
lack of moral sense or, as is often the case 
in Turkey, to indifference and cowardice 
combined. | 


Doctors in India. 


The haste with which political reforms 
and service “retrenchments” have been 
enforced in India is creating some serious 
problems. One of these concerns the 
health not only of British residents, but 
of the whole population. The Indian 
Medical Service is being reduced steadily. 
Recruiting in these countries (where 
thousands of young doctors are seeking 
employment) is at a stand-still, and suit- 
able Indians are not coming forward in 
sufficient numbers to fill vacancies, The 
Correspondent of The Times at Simla 
says that the danger arouses increasing 
alarm, and the Pioneer describes the 
situation as “ hopeless.” Last week, in 
the House of Commons, Sir W,., Joynson- 
Hicks stated that there were only five 
European doctors in the country districts 
of Bengal, and only seven in the twenty- 
four country districts of Madras. A further 
decrease is certain if present conditions 
are maintained. India will become a 
very poor place for British civil servants 
and their families if they cannot depend 
upon the help of a British doctor in time 
of need. In spite of all the legitimate 
claims of Indian democracy a strong case 
exists against the further “ Indianisa- 
tion” of the Medical Service. The 
British Government is being urged to take 
early action in the matter,

The first postage stamps for the Hawaiian 
Islands were also set. up from printers’ type 
at a printing office in Honolulu. These stamps 
are known as “ Missionaries,’’ owing to the 
fact that most of them were used by American 
missionaries. _ The two cents stamps printed 
on bluish paper are worth enormous sums. In 
re-war days they were valued at £800 each, 
but last June one of them was cold for £3,900. 
There are only twelve known specimens of this 
issve known to collectors. “ 

The “Post Office ” Mauritius is one of the 
most popular philatelic rarities in the world. 
There are two denominations of this issue, one 
for 2d. and the other for 1d. Five hundred 
copies were printed of each denomination. 
They were issued on September 2lst, 1847. 
Both bear the head of Queen Victoria, with the 
words ‘Post Office” printed on the left. 
This was a serious mistake, as the word 
s Office ”” should have been “Paid.” There 
are only twenty-six copies of these stamps in

<r Post) Office " Mauritius was sold,in 1904 
for the re¢ord eum of £1,450. - It os. now In 
King George's wonderful stamp collection. In- 
cidentally, it is interesting to note that thie 
stamp was in the collection of a London gentle- 
mam for a number of years. One day his 
children showed the album to a stamp col- 
lector who happened to be visiting the house. 
The stamp was recognised and shown to a 
connoisseur, who advised the fortunate owner 
to auction it. Some years ago two unused 
copies of this stamp were sold for £3,500. 
Several these “ Post Ofhce” Mauritius 
stamps were discovered under romantic circum- 
stances. One lady found a few copies amongst 
her private pers. nother was found in 
Bombay, while a youn nchman got two in 
exchange for some early Uruguayan stamps. 

Another valuable stamp was issued in British 
Guiana in This was the circular 2 
cents stamp, which .was originally intended 
for the prepayment of the postage on letters 
delivered. in Georgetown. These stamps were 
soon withdrawn, and, owing to their scarcity 
and the original circumstances attending their 
issue, their value. soon increased. An wun- 
severed pair was sold for £1,000. Later two 
of these stamps were sold im London for £1,500. 
They were discovered in some old papers be- 
longing to a coloured lady in British Guiana.

“Three Cornered Capes,” ae the early tri- 
angular stamps issued by the Cape of Good 
Hope are called, vary in value. Some of the 
later issues are not worth more than a few 
shillings each. The provisional issue of 1851 
Unused spécimens of this 
issue ure worth £50, while used stamps oftcn 
fetch £10 each. 

It must not be imagined that because a 
stamp is old it is valuable. As a matter of 
fact, there are many old stamps which are 
valueless from a collector's point of view. 
This is because they are comparatively common. 
A stamp to be valuable must be “ rare” or 
‘**scarce.”’ « For instance, British stampa issue 
a few years ago are now worth large sums. 
A £1 10s, stamp, coloured brown, ‘orange, and 
deep purple, issued in Natal in 1908, is now 
worth g20 for an unused copy. A very rare 
British stamp is the brown lilac £1 stamp; 
issued in December, 1882. It is now worth 
£50. The 0d. brown of 1867 is also rare, 
£75 haying been paid for a used copy. Perhaps, 
there are lucky individuals who possess some of 
these stamps. 

Stamps in which there are curious mistakes 
or omissions are also valuable. One of these 
is an Edwardian 4d. stamp, from which the 
King’s head is missing. This stamp bears the 
Dublin postmark of “ April 29, '09.” It is now 
worth a bit of money. Such defective stamps 
as this are very rare. THeTa.

THE IRISH ELECTIONS.

The result of the Irish elections has 
been received here with great satisfaction, 
since it is hoped that the extremists will 
recognise that popular opinion is agains 
them, and, consequently, accept the situa. 
tion with a readiness to work for the 
good of Ireland. The Evening News re 
marks that, “as a matter of fact. the 
majority for Collins looks fairer than was 
once anticipated, and, with this majority, 
he can push things through. He must no 
longer tolerate disorder and truckle to 
crime. He must show himself a governor 
and really try arresting rebels, shooting 
murderers, and flinging thieves into jail.” 

A good deal of surprise was manifested 
in the House of Commons this afternoon 
when, in answer to a private notice ques 
tion by Sir Donald Maclean, the Colonial 
Secretary said that, while he was quite 
prepared to make a statement on Ireland 
this week, he thought it would be advyis- 
able, in view of “the many uncertain 
factors,’ to postpone it to a later date. 
He pointed out that there was an Irish 
vote still open, on which, if it was desired, 
a discussion could take place. 

This brought protests from Colone! 
-Gretton and Sir F. Banbury, the latter oi 
whom called attention to these continua! 
postponements, and said that the House 
was entitled to know what was going on 
in Ireland. Mr. Chamberlain returned a 
soft -answer, and said that, the Govern.

This, in effect, destroyed the chance 
of the return of a representative of the Re- 
publicans. , 

The tran$fer, at the next count, of Sir John 
O’Connell’s votes easily assured the return of 
Dr. Keogh. "He was the second to be elected. 
The two independent candidates held between 
them 6,431 votes, or more than a thousand over 
the quota. The remaining transfers assured 
the return of Alderman Byrne and Mr. Kelly 
in the order named. 


A NEW FEATURE. 


The North-West Division disclosed a new 
feature in these elections. The four panel 
candidates were all pro-Treaty, and in the ex- 
pression of their choices the electors adhered 
much more closely to the panel candidates than 
in any other division. Jt was, in fact, clearly 
a fight between Labour and the pro-Treaty 
candidates. The quota was 5,556. Mr. O'Farrell 
started with 4, yotes, and it seemed as if 
he must defeat Mr. MacGrath, who started 
with 3,126 votes only. But the surplus votes of 
Mr McGarry and of Mr. Cosgrave, and then of 
Alderman Staines, brought Mr. MaoGrath’s 
total to 5,561, enabling him to beat Mr. 
O'Farrell by 13 votes. ' 

The results may be analysed’ from another 
point of view. The anti-Treaty candidates 
polled 10,929 out of a total of 85,214 They 

one seat out of twelve; while another 
of their candidates nearly secured election. 
Labour polled 9,927 votes, a little less than 
one-eighth, and they also secured one seat 
out of twelve. 


THE TOTAL POLL, 


The total polled in Dublin amounted to 
85,052 out of 131,993, or 64.5 per cent. of the 
names on the register. Of these, 1,838 or 2.16 
per cent. were invalid.

NO PUBLICITY DESIRED. 
THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

The delegates of the various countries to The 
Hague Conference aro all smiles, and greet one 
another in the most cordial fashion, They 
note how little space is being devoted to their 
deliberations in the London newspapers, but 
they do not complain—in fact, there is a general 
feeling that the less publicity given to 
discussions the better. i 

It is pointed out that nothing can be gained 
from a detailed enquiry into what the Con- 
ference hopes to os wey; or from considera- 
tions as to how soon the Conference can com- 
plete its labours. It is not a question of in 
how short a time the delegates can cover their 
agenda, but of the necessity of probing as 
deeply as possible into the various problems to 
be tackled, and of doing it in such a manner 
as not to offend national susceptibilities or lead 
the Russians to believe that they are being 
faced with decisions already reached. Such pro- 
ceduré would be contrary to the spirit of the 
Conference. 

General satisfaction is expressed at the 
ability and moderation so far shown, which 
have resulted in the non-Russian Commission 
steering clear of the obstacles that threatened 
it at the outset. In this respect warm tribute 
is paid to the good work performed by M. 
Massiglui, the Freneh delegate, who is also the 
Secretary of the Ambassadors’ Conference. 

All those engaged in the present Conference 
are anxious to avoid the fierce publicity which 
marked the proceedings of the Genoa Con- 
ference, and so prevent a storm of either 
arnt or disapproval during the various 
phases of the discussions. 

Reports from London of the results of the 
conversation bebween Mr. Lloyd George and M. 
Poincaré have caused the liveliest satisfac- 
tion.—(Press Association Correspoudent.)

He.could not close his eyes 
to the fact that their massacre was very care- 
fully planned and deliberately carried out, the 
object being to obliterate thig little colony of 
Presbyterians in the district. He ho and 
trusted that there would be no reprisals for it, 
and that every law-abiding citizen would use 
his or her influence to avert a further calamity 
befalling any of their fellow-countrymen. It 
dif not require a. prophet to see during the past 
few years where things were drifting, as murder, 
arson, and larceny, which were crimes in every 
civilised country, became a virtue in Ireland;

The law-breaker is the 
enemy of religion and the enemy of society 
generally. I think the House will admit that 
men of all creeds been 
murdered without excuse. Wa 
may say that people of all creeds and 
classes have suffered terribly, although they 
have never wished to do any harm to any other 
class or creed, simply by the lawlessness which 
is prevalent in the country.” 

Proceeding, Colonel Maxwell said that he was 
convinced that the only way that the Govern- 
ment could deal with the situation was by plac- 
ing it in the hands of some single authority, 
who could control all the forces of the Crown. 
He did not know what position their Govern-

HUGE COMPENSATION. 


——— i 
SERIOUS QUESTION OF 
LIABILITY. 


_—_@-—--—_ 


The sitting of the Compensation (Ireland) 
Commission in the Benchers’ Chamber, King’s 
Inns, Dublin, yesterday, was wholly occupied 
with a legal argument as to the liability of the 
Provisional Government or the British Govern- 
roent to pay the claim of Messrs. Grant and 
Company, drapers, of Cork, to whom the Re- 
corder of Cork had awarded £107,000 for the 
destruction of their premises. 

The Commission was constituted by Lord 
Shaw of Dunfermline (Chairman), Mr. J. 
Howell Thomas, and Mr, J. ©. -Dowdall. A 
large Bar was engaged. 


A LARGE QUESTION. 


Mr. Conner, K.C., who appeared for Messrs. 
Grant and Cempany, said that the Commission 
had adjourned the matter from Cork for the 

urpose of serving notice upon a number of 
insurance companies who were interesged under 
their agreements in the Ean in view of 
the fact that there might some question 68 
regards their rights of obtaining what they 
might have paid to Messrs. Grant and Company 
in respect of losses sustained by them. Notice, 
aceordingly, had been served upon them, It 
was never expected, having regard to the posi- 
tion in this country as regards malicious injury 
applications and insurance companies, that the 
fact of being insured, or not being insured, was 
in any way material one way or another, or 
that it could be possibly material before the 
Commission. It was apprehended that the 
same law would apply, and that what the Com- 
mission would do would be to ascertain what 
was the damage suffered, and, having regard to 
the Malicious Injuries Acts, whether the decree 
was too much or not. Otherwise the injury as 
to how far the epplicants were issued opened 
up a very large field, which, if investigated, 
would procure very peculiar results, because 
the applicants’ rights would be made to depend 
on a number of matters which the Commission 
could hardivy investigate. If insurance matters 
were to be considered at all by the Commission 
in ascertaining the losses, the first thing that it 
would be necessary to do in every case would 
he to see whether the insurance companies were 
liable to pay or not, that is, in cases where th 
had not yet paid. So the Commission woul 
h@ve to try in each case the liability of the 
insurance company to pay upon the policies in 
question. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Conner was there, 
de facto as well as pro forma, the applicant for 
this compensation, and he claimed to proceed 
with his case. He had been in that position in 
Cork when Mr. Healy, counse) for tlie Provi- 
sional Government, understanding. that the 
question would have to be raised some. time, 
raised it promptly there and then—the question 
that they were already under a contract of 3n- 
surance with regard to this. He (thé Chair- 
man) thought that it might be a matter for 
consideration whether Mr. Conner should ,not 
now demand that those objecting to his pro- 
ceeding with his case to a conclusion -shoyld 
state what was the objection which they. tabled, 
and what were its legal grounds. It was clear 
that this ease opened up a large and important 
question, in which a number of insurance com- 


panies were involved. Letters had been com | 
municated to the Commission from important 


insurance companies in England stating that 
they desired to raise this question also. 

Mr. Healy, K.C., said that he intended to 
leave the argument to Mr. Carrigan, who ap- 
peared for the British Treasury. 


Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that his submission’ 


would be that his friend, Mr. Conner, must not 
expect this case to be determined as if the 
Commission were merely sitting as a Court of 
Appeal from a decree given by the Recorder 
of Cork to Measrs. Grant for a very large sum. 
The Commission was sitting to inquire, deter- 
mine, and report as to what compensation 
ought in reason and fairness be awarded in 
respect of the destruction of or injury to pro- 
perty in Ireland during the period from the 
2lst January, 1919, to the llth July,1021. The 
2ist January, 1919, might be taken to be the 
commencement of the position which progressed 
and led up to what was now officially described 
as the truce in July, 1921, followed by the 
Treaty of the 6th December, 1921, and followed 
by legislation giving effect to that Treaty “in 
the Imperial Parliament. And in thé evdlu- 
thon of these memorable events while the Com- 
mission was sitting that Treaty had been sub- 
mitted to the electorate of this country, and 
they were only awaiting the declaration of the 
polls to know if the people of Ireland would 
pronounce upon the Treaty. It wae in an. 
ticipation that they were to have settled Go- 
vernment in Ireland, and that order, law, and 
justice were to be re-established in this country 
that the British Government and the Irish 
Provisional Government had constituted the 
Commission. The Commission was not there 
as a Court of Appeal from the Recorder of 
Cork, who had awarded the sum of £107,000 in 
this case. He (Mr. Carrigan) eubmitted that 
the destruction of this property was caused by 
civil war covered by the policy. 

The Chairman—Supposing that fi: was civil, 
war, then the destruction would be caused by 
one side or the other—that is to say, to be 
quite frank, it would be by the British forces 
on the one hand, or the Sinn Fein forces on the 
other. Assuming that it was by the British 
forces, that must have been British forces 
acting under authority ? 

Mr. Carrigan—Not necessarily. 


THE DESTRUCTION. 


The Chairman—With regard to this case, is 
the attitude of your clients, that this was 
caused by civil war in the ordinary sense of 
operations by the British Government to sup. 
press civil war in that part of Ireland, and that 
therefore these operations are attributable to 
the British forces? 

Mr. Carrigan—JI am not precisely instructed 
on that point, and I could not answer your 
lordship on that point. Your lordship will ece 
that whether this destruction was caused by 
legitimate authority or illegitimate force, it 
was done in a time of civil war in an actual 
state of warfare; and my submission to your lord- 
ship ie that whether it was done by military 
order or by exasperated irregular action—how- 
ever 1¢ was done, having happened in a state 
of civil warfare, this claim could not reasonably 
or legally, if defended, have ever been allowed 
as a claim under the Criminal Injuries Acts. 
It was impossible that these decrees would ever 
be levied under the Criminal Injuries Acts. 

The Chairman asked what was Mr. Carrigan’s 
position as to whether these injuries were caused 
to Messrs. Grant's property by action taken by 
the order of the military authorities under 
martial law.

MR. CHURCHILL’S STATEMENT 


Mr. Churchill informed Viscount Curzon, in 
the House of Commons yesterday, that the 
three officers and one soldier who were murdered 
at Macroom were not on any special duty when 
they were kidnapped. The Provisional Govern- 
ment was continuing its inquiries into the 
matter, but he regretted to say that they had 
not hitherto been able to trace the persons re- 
sponsible for the outrage. É 

“With regard to the further steps which can 

taken,” he continued, “I wish distinctly to 
state that in neither this case nor in any other 
case of the murder of servants of the Crown 
will the British Government relinquish its efforts 
to secure the punishment of the guilty ons. 
Tt would be quite impossible for the Irish Free 
State to retain the position. of a civilised 
Government unless it takes measures for the 
rehension and punishment of persons guilty 

of having broken a solemn pact between repre- 
sentatives of the two countries by treacherous 
and brutal assassination. There.can be no 
uestion whatever of drawing a veil over this 

act.” 

Replying to Sir William Davison, Mr. 
Churchill said that it was true there had been 
up to the present no machinery for maintainin 
law and order in the district, which was no 
under the effective control of the Provisional 
Government, but he trusted that as time passed 
law and order would regain its authority.

That is to 
say—when the stalks are from 12 to 15 inches 
high. A second application should be given 
about two or three weeks after the first, and @ 
third may be advisable, especially in a wet 
season.

when light rain is falling than to put y= Fhe 
work in the hope of securing ideal conditions 
Spraying should be suspended when héavy rain | 
is falling, or, if it should fall before the spray 
has had time to dry on the foliage, and if the 
mixture is washed off to a serious extent a 
further application should be given with as 
little delay as possible. 
A word of warning as to thé quality of the 
materials used for spraying sie be necessary, 
portisnlacly in view of a recent report issued 
y the English Ministry of Agriculture on tests 
carried out with copper sulphate purchased in 
England. It should be noted that the standard 
recommended is 98 per cent. purity, both of 
copper sulphate d washing soda, As 
adulterated materials may be quite useless, and 
the use of them may involve total or partial 
loss of crop, purchasers should sée that this 
standard is guaranteed.

AUTO SUGGESTION, 


IMPORTANCE OF THOUGHT. 


In aid of the National Children’s Hospital, 
Harcourt street, Jast night, Mrs. Constance 
Powell Anderson, O.B.E., delivered a lecture 
on “Auto Suggestion” in the Molesworth Hall, 
Dublin. She said that she could do little more 
than touch the fringe of the subject, and, 
speaking broadly, auto-suggestion was the 
power of thought as a medium to bring about 
desired results. She went on to say that the 
Coué formula was not who “wills” can, but 
who “thinks” can—that if we-can think intel- 
ligently and consistently we shall reap the result 
of our thinking. Right thinking was in reality 
the use of what Schopenhauer termed “the 
unconscious will.” It was no good willing a 
thing, however strongly, if at the back of our 
mes we felt that it was unlikely to happen. 

She pointed out that it was our sub-conscious 
self’ that was the determining factor in life, 
and that a few minutes set apart daily for 
concentration and quiet thinking would help to 
bring about a condition favourable to out- 
cropping—-that was, the invasion of the normal 
waking consciousness by uprushes of the sub- 
conscious. 

She said that auto suggestion was of the 
greatest assistance in every-day difficulties? and 
she strongly advised everybody to repeat daily 
the famous Coué phrase: “Day by day in 
every respect I get better and better.” 

Sir Robert Tate, K.B.E., presided. He intro- 
duced the lecturer as a great war-worker and 
a successful playwright.
